W. Cotton; nnd Wilbur- 
O.Ruby,' both Dowietiea, Sutton ' 'gives, 
devises and bequeaths" to Dowie of all hia 
property. Deacon John G. Speicher was 
appointed, executor,- Tho codicil, dated 
March : 25, state?,' "After further consider- 
ation and acting; in the fear of God, in. 
wboBQpresenw^'mayflooaappear.Idogive, 
devise and bequeath, the following legacies: 
Mrs. Ellen Eld ridge, sister, Yellow Bluff, 
New Zealand, ;£t,00O; John B, Sutton, 
brother, Fair view', Thornbury, " New Zea 
land, £500; CbarlesSuttbn, brother.Drum- 
rabnd, Otago, New Zealand, £500; George 
Sutton, Willoawinto'n, New Zealand, £500. 

.The will and codicil were filed in Lake 
county. ,Thcn the relatives contested and 
the matter was taken into the Circuit court 
of Lake county. That coart decided that 
it had no jurisdiction, and^ referred the 
matter to the Probate court of Cook county 
. -Monday the matter was brought before 
the court on the petition of Ellen Eldridge. 
She asserts that the money placed in de- 
posit by Sutton has been invested in the 
Zion City lace industry and in the Zion 
City Loan and Investment company^ nnd a 
claim U to be made for .the cash deposit 
instead of tho certificates, of ;stock offered 
her, 

.Judge Cutting ot. once appointed Mr, 
Shannon, who is one of bis assistants, ad. 
niinistratbr to collect, nnd fold him to goto 
Zion to make demand on. Deacon Speicher 
for the cash. 

Judge Cutting, in explaining' bis action, 
said. that bis jurisdiction extended over

- "I shall call on Dr. Speicher and make a 
formal demand for the return of. the prop- 
erty, us I understand it is in his posses- 
sion," said N, J. Shannon. . "I do not an- 
ticipate that ho will refuse, but should he 
do so, he will be cited to appear in court;

It la probable this will be felt 
earlier on this .crop year than last. The 
Canadian roada had better facilities for 
the prompt handling of the crop, which' 
makes it prohnblotbat tbo competition 
will he felt more keenly this full than 
last, nnd not so much perhaps In tbo 
spring. The sooner this comee the better, 
since this Canadian wheat must bo mar- 
keted ultimately.

The first petition was 
withdrawn from Jiidgo'Dunno'a court nnd 
au amended ono filed in another court 
Two contentions were made ,In' the- peti- 
tion,- Tho first wos tbnt' -Spalding-- was 
Illegally held because the judgment of 
mittimus under which ho was committed 
stated tho crime" to be embezzlement, nnd 
the statutes 'make tho" puulshmcnt foi 
that crime a fine and imprisonment of 
not more than throb years.

Let nobody become excited at sensation* 
al newspaper stories of a fuel famine or 
rns¥ around bidding up the price of soft . 
coal. There is absolutely no need to pay 
extravagant figures, say the Chicago 
Chronicle. " ' 

There is now and will be all winter an 
ample supply of soft coal'at price* very lit- 
tle higher than obtained last year. The 
president of a well known company makes 
the public declaration that he will furnish 
coal at 34 per ton. Hence the " Chicago 
citizen who paya $5 or $0 sr more, is mere* 
lythrqwingbis money away aB the result 
of Ida unfounded fears. 

The people of the city are more fortu- 
nate than residents of suburban towns. 
Here we are payinj? now, before cold 
weather has settled in, 35.50 to 35.75 per 
ton for the bituminous article and threat* 
en ed with an increase. There seems no 
good reason why such an advance in price 
should be inflicted upon suburbanites. 
Last year nt this time local coal dealenxfl 
were charging 34.50 per ton for the aoft 
carl product. There has been no advance 
in freight rates and the supply, is as great 
now aa one year hro. 

The consumer is the Buiferer. Ab the 
Chronicle inys, "nobody is going to suffer 
from lack of fuel if. the dealers sell their 
holdings at a fair tuorc-in of profits" This 
they will do in the city where there is 
strong competition. In the country towns 
the coal man is a monarch of the situation. 
You pay the price asked or go without the 
coal and that's all there is to it.

At the convention of the League of 
Republican Clubs', held at Peoria, Sep- 
tember 2-1, 10 U2, Gov.

Ju- 
venile offenders .have been separated 
from hardened criminals, and, where 
found guilty of a first offense, from 
jalllnflnences dffrihy kind. An earnest 
effort has- been mnde to prevent the 
unfortunate circumstances of birth 
arid early education ripening or rot- 
ting Into habitual crime. 

"The management of state institu- 
tions by republican hoards has been 
more than excellent. True economy in 
the care or ctirc' of the Insane, in the 
education of the blind, of the deaf and 
dumb, and in the management of char- 
itable establishments, docs not consist 
In the reduction of the cost of living 
to the lowest scale, but in such expendi- 
tures as shall resultln the largest num- 
ber of cures, where cure is possible;

"Upon careful examination of the 
qualifications of the heads of 18 state 
institutions, and the secretaries of the 
14 boards having secretaries, it was 
found difficult to improve upon the in- 
cumbent s, and only two superintend- 
ents* nnd three secret nrles have been 
changed, Of the physicians, TO in nil, 
only ten have been changed, every 
change being, as I believe, for the ab- 
solute good of the service. Of the su- 
perintendents nnd teachers in the nor- 
mal schools and the teachers in tbc 
olher state schools, none have been, 
changed, s o far ns; I can rc eollect."

An offer to nrbitrnto the 
coal Btribo was submitted to Tresltlcut 
Roosevelt Monday evening by .T. Pierpont 
Morgan on bahalf of tlie coal prcaidonts.

The operators ngroed to the appoint- 
ment of a commission to be nnpolntcd by 
tlie President of the United States, to 
-whom shall he referred nil Questions at 
Issue between tlie companies and their 
own employes, whether they belong to a 
union or not, and the decision of the coin- 
mission shai) be accepted by the opera- 
tors. 

< Tha commission In to consist of nn 
army ornnvy enslnccr ofllccr, nh expert 
mining engineer not connected with the 
coal mining properties, ono of the judgajs 
of U10 United States Court of the eastern 
district of Pennsylvania, a man of promi- 
nence eminent ns n sociologist, and u man 
who by active particlpotlonin mining nnd 
selling conl isfnmlllar with tlie phynicnl 
and •commercial features of the business. 

The operators also make a part of tliclr 
proposition that the miners shall return 
to work as soon ns the cominlHslon is con- 
stituted and cense nil interference with 
non-union " men. Tho commission Is to 
unmen dnto'when its-findings pluill be 
etfcctlve and to govern conditions. of em- 
ploy me lit between the companies : nnd 
rbelr employes for nt least three yours."

Tho proposition for the appointment of 
nn arbitration commission differs. from 
"the one submitted by President Mitchell 
at tliu White House conference Oct. 3, hi 
tlint It docs not Involve the miners' union, 
but piopOBCB to settle the dimctilties be-.

their employes: Thus tlie .miners' "nnlon 
Is not recognized directly, It-Is thought, 
however, that President Mitchell -will not 
be able to withstand the popular demand 
th uL lie accept the pro poai lion for the ar- 
bitration commission and -that he. will 
with more or less promptness accept it, 
■ It Is learned front n trustworthy no'urcc 
that much of the 'discussion nt the con- 
ference related -'to that part of tho coal 
"operators* proposition which defines the 
character 'of tho personnel of the propos- 
ed commission.
